oe Horan is uncomfortable about being 
singled out. He's hesitant to talk about 
the ordeals and atrocities he and other 
World War II Allied prisoners suffered at 
the hands of the Japanese during their three 
and a half years of internment in South 
Pacific prison camps. 

“My stories of the atrocities aren’t the 
only stories,” said Mr. Horan. 

“Every guy that was there has his own 
stories of how terrible it was,” he said dur- 
ing an interview with the Townsman, the 
first he said he’s granted in nearly 40 years. 

“You wouldn’t do to a dog what they did 
to us,” he said. 

Although it’s difficult for Mr. Horan to 
talk about his years as a POW, he said it’s 
important to talk about it, especially on 
Memorial Day, so the world and those who 
weren't born then won’t forget what hap- 
pened in Bataan and in the POW camps. 

He’s worried that the stories won’t be told 
now that many of the survivors have died. 

“If you estimated that there are 1,000 of us 
left I think that might be too high,” he said. 

Mr. Horan, 72, is one of the survivors of 
the Bataan Death March. Nearly 10,000

The Essex Superior Court, on April ‘ 


22, dismissed a $100,000 suit against the 
town by Joan Pearson, former head of 
the Department of Community Ser- 
vices.

She alleged the town discriminat- 
ed against her in laying her off. 


The suit was for compensation Ms. 
Pearson said she deserved after being 
laid off in August of 1989 and not being 
offered another job with the town. She 
also contends that the town misrepre- 
sented her termination date and sever- 
ance pay. 


Ms. Pearson was hired in 1973 and 
was promoted to director of communi- 
ty services in 1979. She was receiving a 
salary of approximately $50,000 when 
she was laid off.

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New gallery on Main Street: 
Funny business downtown

Toon Town has come to Andover. 

The Gary Kogon Gallery, an animation art 
store, opened this month in the Barnard 
Building, the first business to locate there 
since the closing of Scanlon’s Hardware and 
the takeover of the property by the Family 
Bank of Haverhill last year. 

And this business may be just what the 
place needs to set an upbeat atmosphere. 

The Kogon Gallery features animation 
art, original and limited edition reproduc- 
tions of the hand-painted drawings and pen- 
cil sketches used by studios to produce 
“motion picture” cartoons. 

The animation celluloids, or “cels,” on dis- 
play date from the 1940s to the present and 
include classic characters from Disney’s 
Dumbo, Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs 
and Pinocchio to Roger Rabbit, the Muppet 
Babies, Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles, and 
will even include the Simpsons. 

Gary Kogon, of North Andover, owner of 
the gallery, considers himself an expert in 
animation art. He is a collector, buyer and 
seller of the just-recently popular art form. 

“Collecting has really taken bloom in the 
late 70s, early 80s,” Mr. Kogon said. 

Classics samples capture the memories of 
nearly forgotten figures such as Beanie and 
Cecil and George of the Jungle. 

The pieces can be bought, starting at 
about $100 each and up, or visitors to the 
gallery can just browse for enjoyment 
through the hangings and catalogs. 

“People don’t have to come down here to 
buy.

Educators discuss national goals | Lieutenant governor to 
address AHS graduates 


Two hundred educators, policy-makers, 
businesspeople and others gathered in South 
Portland, Maine, to tell the National Educa- 
tion Goals Panel what they think of the indi- 
cators the panel proposes to use to measure 
the nation’s progress toward the national 
education goals. The goals were established 
by President George Bush and the nation’s 
governors at the Charlottesville Education 
Summit in September 1989. 


David P. Crandall, executive director of 


the Regional Laboratory for Educational 
Improvement of the Northeast and Islands, 
headquartered in Andover, was invited to 
offer expert testimony regarding the second 
goal, which is to increase the high school 
completion rate to at least 90 percent by the 
year 2000. 

As part of his remarks Dr, Crandall 
stressed the importance of the goal as a place 
of “high leverage.” 

“A fundamental reform effort that will 
help schools become places where all stu- 


dents can succeed will strengthen the entire 
system,” he claimed, and make it possible to 
meet the other goals, 

Dr. Crandall also praised the region’s edu- 
cators. “In our experience, teachers’ motiva- 
tion to change is not the problem,” he said. 
“They know they are not succeeding with 
many of their students. What they may not 
know ~ and what neither their preservice 
training nor most staff development opportu: 
nities give them — is how to analyze and 
apply the existing R&D knowledge base to 
different ways of instructing those students. 

“And those who want to try better meth- 
ods are too often constrained from applying 
them by the current structure of schools. We 
are all enmeshed in a jerrybuilt infrastruc- 
ture that lacks coherence and the ability to 
support significant change.” 

He warned the panel that, even as it plans 
how to measure progress, it should be sure to 
use current knowledge to plan the fundamen-

The steeple at South Church will be 
restored and returned to its place at 
the tip of the Central Street church. 
And although the church congregation 
currently is finishing up its fundrais- 
ing effort for the project, South Church 
is asking the Andover community to 
participate in fund raising for the 
steeple. 

The congregation met in February 
after months of deliberation to make 
the difficult decision on restoring the 
church’s historic steeple. 

The present structure, which is the 
fourth meeting house, dates from 1861. 
The harsh New England weather has 
extracted its toll on the structure. 

There was no alternative to remov- 
ing the spire, since the substructure 
had rotted and the steeple had become 
unsafe, jeopardizing public safety. The 
congregation considered the three 
options laid out in detail by the board 
of trustees after extensive study and 
consultation with outside contractors 
and consultants. 

Options considered by the trustees 
ranged from complete restoration of 
the steeple to its former, historic 
appearance, to a church without a 
steeple, but with the substructure 
repaired and stabilized. 


Restoration costs for these options, 
including costs already incurred to sta- 
bilize the rotting structure, ranged’ 
from nearly $2 million for full restora- 
tion (including estimates for financing 
costs and a $300,000 allowance for sub- 
sequent interior repairs required in 
the church itself) to about $1 million 
for the “low profile’ option. While 
complete restoration was the option 
favored by most for aesthetic reasons, 
the high cost led to an extensive 
debate. 


The congregation decided that the 
steeple should be restored to its former 
appearance, but not before making a 
commitment to continue on its present 
program of benevolence for those 
beyond South Church itself. The vote 
signaled the acceptance of responsibili- 
ty for raising an enormous amount of 
capital to complete the project. The 
people of South Church are aware of 
the economic climate in Mas- 
sachusetts, but are fully committed to 
this course of action since they believe 
that the present structure represents a 
cultural and religious heritage to be 
renewed and preserved for future gen- 
erations.

mittee formed in March has accepted 
the enormous challenge of raising 
money to carry out the “Save the 
Steeple” project. 

The steering committee is directing 


a capital fund-raising campaign that is 
presently being conducted South 
Church. The goal of this internal cam- 
paign is to raise $1.4 million in gifts 
and pledges by June 2. An external 


campaign is being organized to aug- 
ment the South Church fund raising. 

South Church has and will continue 
to play a central role in the life of 
Andover and the surrounding commu- 
nity. While the present church struc- 
ture dates from 1861, the church was 
established in 1711, two years after the 
Great and General Court in Boston 
established the South Parish to meet 
the needs of settlers moving into the 
far reaches of the village of Andover — 
splitting South Parish from the North. 
The church and steeple thus represent 
an historic landmark. 

It has been included in the National 
Register of Historical Places. South 
Church clergy and parishioners have 
participated in many ways in the rich 
history of the Merrimack Valley, from 
colonial days through the Revolution- 
ary and Civil wars to present times, 
where the church provides a meeting 
place for local organizations and sup- 
ports local causes through its benevo- 
lence programs. 


A second phase of the fund-raising 
will reach out to private foundations 
and institutions, local corporations 
and businesses, and individual friends 
and neighbors. This phase of the cam- 
paign will be initiated after completion 
of the campaign within South Church - 
a late summer and early fall campaign 
kickoff is planned. 

Another important phase of the 
fund-raising already initiated at South 
Church involves special fund-raising 
projects carried out by members and 
groups of the church. 


Funds will be raised through work 
projects, dinners, benefits, recycling 
drives, and more. This phase repre- 
sents a continuing commitment on the 
part of the entire congregation, from 
the youth to senior citizens, to see this 
project through to a successful comple- 
tion. 


Construction contracts are being 
negotiated by the board of trustees and 
construction loans are being negotiat- 
ed with local banks. McGinley Hart & 
Associates will be the architects and 
planners and Skyline Engineers Inc. 
will do the contracting. 

The work is scheduled to be initiat- 
ed in June and a target date of October 
1992 has been set for complete restora- 
tion of the steeple.

The story 
is invaluable 


Joe Horan’s story, of surviving 
the Bataan Death March in the 
Philippines during World War II, is 
moving. It also is a story that should 
be told again and again. 


Mr. Horan turned down the 
Townsman when first asked to talk 
about the pain in print. He said he 
wanted to forget what happened 
almost 50 years ago, when he won- 
dered if he’d survive. 


He said there are many others 
who served this country during the 
war. He didn’t want to be singled 
out. And he didn’t want to appear to 
be bragging about his survival. In 
fact, one of the charming traits of 
this man is shyness. 


While we were sympathetic about 
Mr. Horan’s wish for privacy, we 
stuck with it and appealed to his 
sense of history in re-telling the sto- 
ry. He said everyone knew about the 
death march, that the story had 
been told again and again. 


But not here, and not by Mr. 
Horan. 


Besides, Mr. Horan is worried 
that school children will not know 
what happened in the Philippines 
scores of years ago. He says schools 
are not talking about the wars in 
detail, especially the Vietnam War, 
which, unlike the two world wars, 
was unpopular with Americans at 
home. 


Joe Horan would be a perfect 
guest lecturer at Andover High 
School. 


Personal accounts of wars are 
invaluable. And as Mr. Horan points 
out, there are not a lot of living sur- 
vivors of the Bataan Death March. 


We thank Mr. Horan for dragging 
up the pain again. 


And on this Memorial Day, we 
thank others who have served this 
country, long ago and most recently 
in the Persian Gulf.

The budget 
is a sham 


Editor, Townsman: 

As one of your readers, I want to 
urge you in the strongest terms possi- 
ble to increase your coverage of the 
fact that for every new dollar that 
Congress has raised this year in new 
taxes it has increased spending by 
$1.78. As Readers Digest reported, the 
budget and new taxes are a “sham.” 

To put it bluntly, last year Congress 
conned the American people and the 
news media. They told us we should go 
along with their “deficit reduction 
package” which included tax increases 
for every American because we had to 
get the deficit under control. But in the 
end, they just wanted to take more of 
our income in taxes. 

In the name of deficit reduction, 
they enacted the second largest tax 
increase ever and then turned right 
around and increased spending by $111 
billion — pushing the deficit to a new 
record. 

It was the clearest case ever of false 
advertising. And, as they demonstrat- 
ed when they destroyed Gramm-Rud- 
man and the other controls on spend- 
ing, Congress never intended to reduce 
the deficit or control wasteful spend- 
ing. 

Tragically, the American people and 
the news media bought the “this bud- 
get agreement will reduce the deficit” 
story hook, line and sinker. And now 
we are paying the price in higher taxes 
and higher deficits. I urge you to 
expand your coverage and report 
important facts such as: 

1. Congress enacted the second 
largest tax increase in history; 

2. Congress increased spending by 
$111 billion; 

3. Congress enlarged the deficit by 
$100 billion to an all-time record of $320 
billion for FY 1991 alone; 

4. Congress pushed the national debt 
to a new record and increased the 
annual interest payment on the debt to 
a staggering $254 billion; and, 

5. Congress destroyed the Gramm- 


Rudman Deficit Reduction Act and all 
other effective controls on future con- 
gressional wasteful spending. 

As Citizens Against Government 
Waste has pointed out repeatedly, we 
have this skyrocketing deficit today 
not because of the recession but 
because Congress refuses to stop its 
reckless spending.

Senator McGovern writes about MBTA funding 


By Sen. Patricia McGovern 

Since I became chairman of the Sen- 
ate Ways and Means Committee, I have 
been trying to change the way the Mas- 
sachusetts Bay Transportation Author- 
ity (MBTA) is funded. 

It is not that I dislike the “T.” To the 
contrary, I believe a good public trans- 
portation system is important to the 
state’s economy. My concern is with 
the way the “T” receives its money 
from the state. No other account is 


handled this 
way. 

State bud- 
geting actual- 
ly has a fairly 
simple basis: 
Differing 
interests com- 
pete for a lim- 
ited number 
of dollars. 
That means 


advocates for education make their 
case. So do advocates for the environ- 
ment and elderly services. They vie for 
a percentage of the state pie every 
year. Some years they do better than 
others. 

The “T”’ operates on a very different 
system. The authority submits its bill 
to the Legislature each year and the 
Legislature is obligated to pay the bill 
without having any say over how 
much the “T” is spending. The prob- 


lem is the bill is already 18 months old 
by the time it reaches the Legislature. 
The “T” has already spent the money 
and the state must cover the expenses 
they have incurred. 

It gets worse. Not only is there no 
state oversight of “T” spending and a 
requirement that the state must pay 
the bill no matter what, the state must 
also pay interest on the “T” bill. Dur- 
ing the 18 months between when the 
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ntinued 
American and 65,000 Filipino soldiers were 
taken prisoner on April 9, 1942, when the 
Japanese surrounded the Bataan peninsula 
in the Philippines and overwhelmed the 
Allied forces, said Mr. Horan. The prison- 
ers were forced to march 90 miles to O’Don- 
nel Prison without adequate water or food. 

Nearly 12,000 men died during the forced 
march. Many were sick and already weak- 
ened from malaria, dysentery and starva- 
tion while they fought the Japanese before 
being captured. Those who were too sick, 
too lame or too weak to continue the march 
were shot or bayoneted by the Japanese, he 
said. 

Mr. Horan said he continues to suffer 
today from some of the vitamin deficiencies 
and starvation that racked his 6-foot, 100- 
pound frame during his captivity. He is like 
other WW II POWs, he said. He’s cautious 
about exhuming the ghosts of memories 
he's tried for 40 years to forget. 

“It's still very painful for me to talk 
about, even after all this time. I know many 
of the men who survived like I did feel the 
same way. We're a funny bunch,” he said. 

“Being treated like that and held prison- 


er makes you very weary of people. It 


eer gern rs 


makes you a little gun shy.” 

Army Sgt. Horan, originally from 
Boston and now of 200 Chandler Road, 
arrived in the Philippines in June of 1941 
with the rest of his unit of combat medics. 
Mr. Horan, who had previously worked in 
the physical-therapy field, was 22 at the 
time. 

By the time the Japanese infiltrated the 
Bataan peninsula, the American and Fil 
ipino soldiers had very little left. Their sup- 
plies of ammunition, medicine and food 
vere long gone due to the Japanese block- 
ide of the area. 

“We fought to stay alive in the jungles of 
Bataan, on the march and in the prison 
amps,” he said. 

“During the battles you are so caught up 
in caring for someone else you don’t have a 

hance to realize all of what's going on 
around you. Thank God the medics had 
ymething to occupy our minds.” 

“By the time the Japs came, we were the 
nly living things on the island,” Mr. Horan 
aid, referring to the local birds and ani 
mals the soldiers caught and ate to supple- 
ment their diet. 

“Some men tried to supplement their 

diet with whatever was around,” he said. 

Mr. Horan wouldn't go into details about 


f verything the soldiers ate, but he did say 
; they killed birds, cats, dogs and lizards, try- 


ing to stay alive. 
“People don’t want to hear about that,” 


) he said about the other dietary staples. 


There is still a debate to this day, said 


Mr. Horan, about whether the Allied forces 
surrendered or were captured. Mr. Horan 


said the Allied soldiers really had no 
choice. They were captured and the out- 
come was that their forces surrendered to 
the Japanese. 
“That’s a touchy subject,” he said. 
During the forced march nearly 20,000 


men died. He said the guards would taunt 


the starving prisoners by purposely leading 
them past farms and water wells. If a man 
broke out of line for water or food he would 
be killed. 

The final nine or 10 miles of the march 


+ Were over asphalt roads that had turned 


molten from the South Pacific sun. Very 


’ few of the men had real shoes or even wood- 
+ en clogs, said Mr. Horan. 
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Recalling the Bataan Death March

About 8,00 Americans and 55,000 Fil- 
ipinos arrived at the first prison camp in 
mid April, said Mr. Horan. Malaria and 
dysentery were rampant and the medics 
had no medicine. The prisoners were given 
one meager ration of rice each day, he said. 
When the POWs came out of the jungle fol- 
lowing the march, Mr. Horan said most had 
only cloth G-strings to wear, a few had tat- 
tered remains of uniforms and a small 
group had their military shoes. Most wore 
wooden clogs carved from the local trees. 
They were given old, worn Japanese uni- 
forms to wear at the camp. 

Months later, Mr. Horan and others 
were move to Camp Cabantuan, a larger 
camp where other prisoners were held. He 
said this camp was a little better equipped 
and he and the few other medics in the 
group were able to get a limited supply of 
medicines to help the sick. At this camp 
there was also a better supply of water for 
bathing and laundry needs. In October of 
1944, Mr. Horan was part of a group of 600 
put aboard “hell ships” that were heading 
from Manila to Japan. The men were 
crowded into the hold of the ship and 
locked below deck. He said the conditions 
were unbearable. There was a meager sup- 
ply of food and water, excessive heat and 
dysentery. Men died daily and were hoisted 
to the deck to be buried at sea. 

The Japanese cargo ships were never 
labeled as those carrying POWs and were 
constantly threatened by American subma 
rine and air attacks, he said. While held 
over in Hong Kong harbor, many of the 
ships in Mr. Horan’s grouping were sunk. 

After 38 days in the hell ship, Mr. Horan 
and about a dozen other Americans were 
taken to a British prisoners’ camp in For- 
mosa. The conditions and the guards at the 
camp were “brutal,” Mr. Horan said. 

The prisoners were given only a teacup 
full of rice each day. 

As medics, Mr. Horan and the others, 
Dr. Capt. Coon and three corpsmen, never 
received any preferential treatment from 
the Japanese. In fact, they were probably 
treated worse in some instances, he said, 
because they were the ones who decided 
which prisoner were too sick to go on work 
details. If the guards believed the medics 
were too soft in choosing who was too sick, 
the guards would make the medics pay. 

“The Japs were smart. They gave us just 
enough rice to keep us on the brink. All we 
could do was think about food,” he said. 

Mr. Horan said no one could ever really 
imagine what it was‘like. : 


“These sick and starving men would 
work in the fields and they couldn’t eat the 
food they were growing. If they were 
caught, they'd be beaten severely.” 

Most men were too weak to try to escape 
and they were too concerned about where 
their next meal was coming from, But some 
still tried. 

“Many men did go mad. For every one 
guy that tried or managed to escape, eight 
or nine were killed as examples to the rest,” 
Mr. Horan said, 

During one particular time when there 
was a greater number of sick men, Capt. 
Coon convinced the guards that a handful 
of the men were suffering from encephali- 
tis, sleeping sickness, and they needed spe 
cial care. 

Mr. Horan, Capt. Coon and a few other 
medics were allowed to set up a makeshift 
clinic on a nearby mountain side. It wasn’t 
more than a wooden shack, he said. 

“We understood a little Japanese. We 
had to, to count off in line every day. You 
learned Japanese the hard way, at the end 
of a bayonet,” he said, 

Through a combination of English and 
Japanese, the medics were able to commu 
nicate and were allowed to take the sick 
men up to the mountain and care for them 
there. He said many of the guards spoke 
excellent English and had gone to Ameri- 
can schools such as Harvard and had medi 
cal degrees. 

“Those who spoke English were very 
cruel to us,” he said. 

“One guy would be nice to you and then 
the other would beat the hell out of you for 
no reason,” he said. 

The medics knew that if the sick men 
didn’t have encephalitis they would have to 
answer for it in the form of beatings and 
other punishments that they knew might 
include their lives. 

“The big thing for the Japs was behead- 
ing. They would make the rest of us watch,” 
he said. 

In September of 1945, three and a half 
years after being taken prisoner, Capt. 
Coon approached Mr. Horan and the other 
medics at the mountain shack and said he 
thought there was something “cooking” 
down below at the prison camp. Capt. Coon 
said the guards were being particularly 
nice that day. 

The medics decided to question the local 
water boy who delivered water to the shack 
each day to find out if he knew what was 
happening. 


They: knew therboyewouldn’t volunteer: 


the information because if caught he would 
be killed. So they bribed him with 
cigarettes they had horded and the shoes 
they wore on their feet. 

“His eyes got bigger and bigger as we 
offered him the shoes and cigarettes,” Mr. 
Horan said. 

The boy finally accepted the bribes and 
told them a big bomb had exploded in 
Hiroshima. Though they didn’t know any- 
thing about the atomic bomb, they realized 
the Allies must have had a decisive victory 
by the way the boy talked of the destruction 
and the actions of the camp guards. 

The medics kept this information to 
themselves for a day or two. Then the 
guards told them to bring the sick prisoners 
down the mountain to the camp. The 
medics were shocked when the guards 
helped them carry the stretchers. This was 
around the second week of August in 1945, 
shortly after the Americans dropped an 
atomic bomb on both Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. 

They later found out the Americans had 
dropped leaflets written in Japanese over 
the camp, telling the Japanese they would 
pay for any ill treatment of the prisoners. 
While Mr. Horan and the other medics were 
carrying the sick down the trail to the 
camp, three planes emerged from the other 
side of the mountain. At first Mr. Horan 
said they didn’t know what to expect. 
Maybe they would be shot at. 

“Then I saw that wonderful, beautiful 
star on the side of the plane,” he said, 
becoming a little teary- eyed. 

“I’m sorry. You must excuse me, You 
just don’t understand what a wonderful 
sight that plane was.” 

There were three planes in all and one 
dropped lower to the ground to get a better 
look at the figures who were descending 
down the mountain. The plane then 
“flipped” its wings back and forth to let the 
men know they had been seen, Mr. Horan 
said. 

The planes dropped 55 gallon drums of 
canned food for the prisoners and shortly 
after a Jeep of US Navy and Marine officers 
drove into the camp, followed a few days 
later by the troops. 

The prisoners were taken to the USS 
Santee and they began their trip back to the 
US. Mr. Horan was one of 16 or so Ameri- 
cans aboard the ship that mainly carried 
the British prisoners from the camps in 
Formosa. He said the US sailors gave the 
few American POWs special treatment. 

“Because there was only a few of us on 
the Santee, the sailors all knew who we 
were. When they saw us on the chow line 
we got two steaks instead of one like the 
British did,” he said. 

The Santee took the men back to the 
Philippines where they were honored with 
a procession down the streets of Manila. He 
spent a week there and then he was put 
aboard another ship to Hawaii and then 
San Francisco. In San Francisco he was 
admitted to a military hospital where he 
stayed for treatment before going home to 
Boston, 

A friend who was in charge of personnel 
at a Bedford veterans’ hospital recruited 
Mr. Horan to work as a physical therapist. 
Mr. Horan said his tenure at the hospital 
was short lived. Very short lived. 

“T got in there and they started locking 
doors behind me and I could hear people 
screaming. I didn't last two hours there,” he 
said.

“T” incurs its bill and the Legislature 
receives it, the authority borrows to covet 
its operating costs. The expense of that bor- 
rowing is attached to the state’s cost for the 
“T” and amounts to millions of dollars in 
interest costs. I consider these payments a 
waste of taxpayers’ dollars each and every 
year. 

You might be wondering about the role of 
the cities and towns in the MBTA district. 
They do contribute to the cost of the “T.” 
However, their contribution is capped by 
Proposition 2 1/2. By law, the assessment on 
the “T” communities can only increase by 
so much. That leaves the state to pick up the 
remainder of the bill. In short, the state is 
stuck. 

Each year the state’s cost for the “T” has 
been increasing rapidly. That is why my 
committee has named the authority as one 
of the budget buster accounts. These are the 
notorious accounts which are growing 
faster than other areas of the state budget. 
We must get the budget busters under con- 
trol if we are to deal successfully with the 
structural gap between how much the state 
takes in and how much it spends. This gap 
is driving the state deficit. 

We include the MBTA as a budget buster 
because spending for this account has 
increased enormously. In fiscal 1987, the 
state paid $219.3 million for the “T.” This 
year the cost is up to $376.1 million. That is 
a whopping 70 percent increase in the past 
four years. That is more than spending for 
elderly services, education or the environ- 
ment has increased. The more money that is 
demanded by the “T,” the less there is avail- 
able to spend on these others areas like local 
aid for Andover. 

There is another fairness issue — one of 
geography. A large portion of the state 
receives no service from the “T.” Despite 
this, taxpayers from these areas subsidize 
the authority with their hard-earned tax 
dollars. And, again, they have no control 
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over how much the “T” spends. 

We have made some small progress with 
the MBTA. Last year, for instance, my com- 
mittee recommended that “T” employees be 
required to contribute to the cost of their 
health care. Up until then, their benefits were 
covered 100 percent. Since other state 
employees contribute 10 percent, it is only 
fair that “T” employees do the same. 

On a larger scale, for five years, I have pro 
posed putting the “T” on budget. That means 
bringing the account current, by paying off 
the back debt and then giving the state over 
sight over the authority. This would require 
the “T” to compete for state funding just the 
way other state agencies and departments 
compete, 

While the Legislature has approved this 
reform, the Dukakis administration failed to 
implement it years ago. The Weld adminis- 
tration has not addressed the issue of “T” 
funding to date. 

I am hopeful that the recession and the 
state’s fiscal problems will help boost the 
case for reforms in areas like the “T.” It is 
only by tackling issues like this that we will 
be able to help the state back to fiscal health, 
Certainly there is no better time than now to 
restructure. And, certainly there is no better 
time to call for greater state oversight of big

Due to budget cuts and the 
failure of the Proposition 2 1/2 override ear- 
lier this month, the Early Childhood pro- 
grams at the school will be dismantled and 
kindergarten classes will be moved back into 
the town’s four neighborhood elementary 
schools. 

The committee believes it can raise the

grams. Fees for the day-care programs would 
range from $90 to $436 per month, depending 
on the number of hours.

One of his teaching props is a collec 
tion of Hanna-Barbera pieces that 
show the various stages of the produc- 
tion process, 

He also plans to have an animation 
club and to hold auctions at the gallery. 

The gallery offers a 10-day money- 
back guarantee and customers can 
always trade up, according to Mr. 
Kogon. He also gives a 100-percent 
guarantee of authenticity on his pieces. 

The gallery is located under Ford’s 
Coffee Shop and will be open 10 a.m.-6 
p.m. Monday through Friday, and on 
weekends by appointment only. 


History 

Cels were first patented in 1914 but 
many of the early “vintage cels” were 
destroyed, according to Mr. Kogon. 

The acetate used in pieces from the 
1930s, ‘40s and ’50s, was a flammable 
petroleum nitrate that was recycled, 
according to Mr. Kogon. 

“They melted a lot of it down, for the 
war effort, to get the petroleum,” he 
said. 

Other early pieces were thrown out 
once the filming of the cartoon was fin- 
ished 

The camera shoots 24 frames-per- 
second and each cel would be shot 
twice, 12 different cels being used per 
second or about 5,000 cels for a single 
seven-minute film. 

Some were saved by employees who 
took them home or gave them to

Others were kept by 
insightful collectors who knew that 
one day they would have value. 

Mr. Kogon has friends who used to 
go into the dumpsters and dig cases of 
the cels out of the trash. 

In the 1940s, Disney personnel sold a 
few pieces, then tried to buy them back 
when they realized their potential val- 
ue. But animation art has been slow to 
catch on. 

“Tt’s still in an infantile state as far 
as collecting, but in the last two years 
it has really taken off,” Mr. Kogon said. 

A reproduction of a cel from a Road 
Runner and Coyote cartoon that 
retailed for $575 in 1988 now hangs on 
the gallery wall with a $2,500 price tag 
on it. A 1989 Bugs Bunny cel with the 
“Orange Haired Gossamer” cost $350 in 
1989 and now retails for $750. 


Christies’ and Sotherby’s have an 
expert on animation now, as do the 
archives at Disney and other studios. 

Mr. Kogon deals on a day-to-day 
basis with the studios. He buys from 
the Bob Clampett studio in California, 
run by Mr. Clampett’s daughter, Ruth. 
Mr. Clampett animated Beanie and 
Cecil and Tweety Bird. 

He also knows Chuck Jones, the 
Warner Brothers animator who drew 
Daffy Duck and Betty Boop, and has 
limited edition, signed works of both 
Mr. Jones and Friz Freleng, animator 
of Bugs Bunny and Porky Pig, which 
were made to commemorate the origi- 
nal cartoons.
